And in my iudgemẽt there is no meane ſo good ei⸗ 
ther foꝛ the common quiet of the people, oꝛ fo2 gods 
free choile, as the naturall o2der of enheritaunce by 
lincall diſcent : foꝛ ſo it ts lefte in Gods handes , to 
create in the wõbe what pzince he thinketh meteſt 
fo: his purpoſes: The people alſo knowe their pꝛin 
tes, and therefore the moꝛe gladly and willingly re- 
teiue and obey them. And although ſome realmes 
more carefuil than voyſe,haue entailed their crown 
to their male thinking it not mete foz the feminine 
lere to beare the ropall office : pet if they conſider all 
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tirtumſtaunces, and the chiefeſt vſes ofa Pꝛinte in 
a tealme, they ſhall ſee howe they are deteiued. Foz 
Pꝛinces are Gods lieutenauntes o2 deputies, to ſee 
gods lawes executed among their ſubicctes, not to 
tule accoꝛding to their o von luſts oz deuiſes, but by 
the p2eſcript of Gods lawes: ſo » the chiefeſt poynt 
of a Pꝛinces office conſiſteth in obedience to God 
and to his ozdinaunces , a what ſhould let but that 
a woman map be as obedient vnto God as a ma? 
The ſecond point of a punces office is to pꝛouide foꝛ 
the impotent, nedy, and helples , as wydoweg, oꝛ⸗ 
phanes lame, and decrepite perſons: and ſeing wo⸗ 
men are by nature tender harted, mylde, and pitti⸗ 
full, who map better then they diſcharge this duty? 
Pea but a woman lacketh courage, boldneſſe, and 
ſtomacke, to withitande the aduerſatie, and ſo are 
her ſabiects an open ſpoile to their enemies. Debora, 
Iaell, ludith, Thomiris, and other do pꝛoue thecontra- 
ry. But graunt it were ſo: what harme were that 
lcing victozy conſiſtetij not in witte oꝛ fozce, but in 
Gods pleaſure . Jam ſure that whatſoeuer pꝛince 
doth his duty in obaying God, and cauſing iuſtice 
to be miniltred accoꝛding to Gods lawes, hall not 
onely lacke warre(be he man woman oꝛ chude) but 
alſo be a terrour to al other pꝛinteg. And if God ſuf- 
fer any at any time to be aſſailed,it is foꝛ j deſttuc⸗ 
tion ofthe aſſatler, whether he be ret ell oz ſoꝛreyne 
foe,x to the honour a pꝛofite of þ vertuous pꝛince, 
in whoſe behalfe rather then he ſhall miſcary, God 
him ſelle will fight with enkections n 
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from the land and waters, and with ſtoꝛmes and 
lighteni ngs from the ayze andſkies. Moe warrcs 
haue bene ſought though the wilfull +hautye cou⸗ 
rages of kings,and greater deſtructions 
to realmes thereby, than by auy other meanes.
